The 7:h at Night he madea Vifit to Cardinal Pao- 
lucci chief Ngnifter and Secretary of State, and 
acquainted him that he defir’d an Audience of the 
Pope ; whereupon his Holinefs caus’d the Congre- 
gation who have the Care of the Ceremonial com- 
mitted to them ro affemble, to regaulate the Re- 
ception and Entertainment proper to be given to 
this Mufcovite Lord, who ‘tis fuppos’d has fome 
Propofitions to make to this Court on the Part of 
the Czar his Mafter, relating to the Affairs of Po- 
land; upon which ‘tis prefum’d the Court will 
content themfelves, with giving» him good Words, 
tillthey fee better which way things are like to go 
in Poland and ‘other Parts of Europe. This Court 
have to their great Satisfaction, receiv’d an Account 
that the Imperialifts are. all withdrawn out of the 
Territories of Bologna amd 

Vienna, April 16, General Staremberg is gone to 
the Rabau, co give Direction forthe neceffaty Pre- 
parations to be made for opening the Campaign, in 
Order to take the Field beforé the Malecontents :

Aonging to the other Principadities of the Empire ; 
his Imperial Majefty gave the Inveftiture of it, with 
the ufual Ceremonies, to Day, to. the Baron de Bar- 
tholdi Envoy extraordinary of his Pruffian Majefty. 
Aw Exprefs difpatch’'d from Barcelona by the Way 
of Genoa is arriv’d here ; he came from Barcelona 
to the Coa of Genoa in, the Refolution an Englith 
Man of War; and in the Voyage being in Danger 
of being taken by fome French Men of War, he 
threw into the Sea a Pacquer of Letters of Confe- 
quence fent by King Charles III to the Emperour. 
The Malecontent Eftates of Hungary have appoint- 
ed to meet ina general Diet at Onod the Beginning 
of June next. And the Emperour has refolv’d to 
fummon on bis own Part a Diet of the Eftates of 
that Kingdom to meet at the fame Time at Pyes-

Ex- 
prefs is fince_arriv’d at Court, with Advice of the 
Duke of Orleans’s Arrival at Madrid. 


Hague, April 29. ‘ Some Days ago, the King of 
* Prutfia’s Minifter prefented a Memorial to the 
* Staves, in which he defir’d them not ow give the 
* Style of Prince of ‘Orange to the Prince of Naf- 
‘ fau Siegen, Urging that the Principality of O- 
* range is devolv'd upon his Pruffian Majefty by 
‘ Virtue of feveral Wills of the Princes his Prede- 
* ceffors, as he bas caus’d to be fet forth in feveral 
‘ former Writings and Memorials. Hereupon ic 
‘ bas been under Deliberation, to allow the Style 
“and Quality of Prince of Orange neither to the 
‘ King of Pruffia nor to the Prince of Naffau 
* Siegen, feeing the Succeffion of the Houfe of O- 
‘range is ftill a Matter undecided : But nothing 
* was concluded, and the further Debate thereon, 
* together with a Reexamination of the forefaid 
* Memorial, are deferr’d till the States of the Pro- 
* vince of Holland fic agen. What gave Occafton 
* ro the prefenting of this Memorial at this 
‘ is this, the Prince of Naffau Siegen pretends to 
* qualify himfelf with the forefaid Title: of Orange, 
‘in the Diet at Ratisbone : Upon which the Re- 
* fident of the States in that City having fent ro the 
* States for their Inftrnctions, the Court of Pruffia 
* thought fic to in a Caveat here. "Tis likely 
© the faid Court had indire&tly an Eye alfo on this 
‘ Qceaton to the Prince of Naffau Frifeland, who 
* Mkewife takes upon him the Title of Prince of 
* Orange: Thofe that are againft having a Stad- 
* holderhip in the Republik, are nov well-pleas’d at 
* his raking on him‘that Title, becaufe "tis held in 
* a fort of Veneration by the Populace... The En- 
‘ voy of H-ffe-Caffel is urgent for the Ratification 
“ of the laft Treaty made for the Heffian Troops 
* ro continue in Italy : "Tis expected that Ratifica- 
tion on the Part of England, will be. brought over 
‘ by General Churchill ; and will then be deliver’d 
* joyntly with the Ratification of this State. We 
empect in the Beginning of May to receive the 
‘ News from Rome, of the Pope’s Confirmation of 
‘ the Bithop of Paderborn’s Bletion to the Bi- 
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of Manfter ; the laft Letters, as well ci- 
relly from Rome, as by Paderborn, continue to 
‘fay the Court of Rome have promis’d that Con- 
‘ firmation: The States are impatient t> fee that 
‘ Affair brought quietly to an End, that they may 
‘ employ elfewhere, the Forces they fent wp to the 
Frontier of the Bithoprick of Munfter. Only 
« Part of she Horfe in the Service of the States 
‘ will have Armour this Campaign: A certain 
*‘ Number of Cuiraffes made for them at Frankfort, 
‘are on the Way from thence for Brabant: But 
“ others that were agreed for in other Places, will 
‘not be made in Time. None of the Pruffian 
‘ Horfe will be provided ith Armour this Cam- 


paign.
